RATIFIED 




STRIKE SETTLED

Following some 60 hours of 
negotiation between LUFA and the 
Board of Governors, an agreement 
was made, without reservation, be- 
tween both parties. At 5: 1 5 Monday 
afternoon, LUFA voted to ratify the 
agreement and end the strike. 

Faculty members voted to accept 
a 22.5% increase over the next three 
years. The average salary will be 
raised from $52,000 toover $57,000. 
Of the 219 members, 77% voted in 
favour of the increase. LUFA 
spokesperson Jean Cachon said the 
collective agreement is a good one: 



"I was in the room for the last 60 
hours of bargaining and I can say 
that LUFA got the best deal avail- 
able." 

In the first year, teachers will get 
a 6.5% increase, retroactive to July 
1, 1989. Their salaries will go up 
another one per-cent on January 1 , 
1990, six per-cent on July 1, 1990, 
and two per-cent on January 1, 1991. 
In the third year of the contract, with 
a cost of living allowance, members 
could see wage increases as high as 
nine percent-depending on the in- 
flation rate. But administration said 



seven per-cent is the most likely in- 
crease. 

Charles Belanger, acting Lauren- 
tian president, said he's relieved the 
strike is over. 

"I am particularly relieved for 
the students. Around 50 students 
have withdrawn. Mind you, we have 
seventeen who have registered in 
that time." 

Courses offered by the on-carn- 
pus federated universities-Thomloe, 
Huntington, and Sudbury- started 
Monday night. 

Classes will begin Wednesday 



morning and will resume as sched- 
uled. City buses, mail delivery, and 
other service vehicles will resume 
service on the campus. At least for 
now.

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UNDERGRAD AFFINITY CARD

In an unanimous decision by the 
Laurentian Alumni Board of Direc- 
tors, the Mastercard affinity credit 
card is now available to undergradu- 
ate students. This is the newest 
program of the Laurentian Alumni 
Association in cooperation with the 
Bank of Montreal. The new affinity 
card is available to L.U. Alumni and 
their spouses, faculty, staff, friends 
of the University, graduate and 
graduating students and now under- 
graduate students as well. 

An affinity card is a credit card 
that serves a special interest group 
and entitles the group to certain 
advantages. The main benefit of the 
affinity card is that a percentage of 
total net retail sales accumulated 
with the cards is donated to the 
special interest group. In this case, 
the Laurentian Alumni Association. 
The Alumni Association would 
receive this money quarterly. 

Some of the other features of this 
credit card are: no transaction fees, 
worldwide acceptance, free emer- 
gency card replacement, emergency 
cash ($1000 U.S.), waiver of the 
first years' annual fee ($10), and a 



reduced interest rate compared to 
the regular Mastercard rate (about 
1%). 

The affinity card program is very 
popular in the United States, and is 
growing in popularity in Canada. 
The University of Western Ontario 
was first in obtaining an Alumni 
Association card in 1987. The Bank 
of Montreal has made similar ar- 
rangements with 23 other universi- 
ties across Canada. 

The card is an excellent way of 
supporting the University through 
the Alumni Association. It also 
increases the visibility of Lauren- 
tian University throughout Ontario 
or anywhere in the world where the 
card is used. 

Applications for the Laurentian 
University affinity card can be ob- 
tained in English or French in the 
Communications Office, room 1111 
in the Library Tower. Later, they 
will be found all over campus. 
Laurentian has already shown suc- 
cess with the Mastercard because 
there.is a 77% approval rate of appli- 
cations here. In comparison, other 
Canadian universities average about 
a 65% approval rate.

Canadian Students will be at least 
$340 poorer if federal finance min- 
ister Michael Wilson's unpopular 
Goods and Services tax is put in 
place. 

The reform package includes a 
tax break for low-income earners, 
while imposing a nine per cent sales 
tax on most goods and services. 

The reform, to take effect in 1991, 

also provides an extra tax credit for 

single, independent people earning 

between $6,175 and $13,175. The 

credit would mean an extra $ 1 40 for 

low income earners. 

But most students won't earn 

enough to be eligible for it. 

"A lot of students make less than 

$6,175," says Havi Echenberg, 

executive director of the National 

Anti-Poverty Organization. 

Advertising research on post- 
secondary students shows about 65 
percent live away from home. About 
half earn less than $7,000 per year. 
"There's no reason for it," Ech- 
enberg says. "It's the only credit 
based on a minim urn -earned income 
in the whole reform package," she 
says. 

Department of finance officials 
say students don' I need the tax credit. 

"What students are spending 
money on, things like tuition, rent, 
and food are not going to be taxed," 
says finance official Rick Byers. 
"So there's not the need to have the 
credit in that case-students aren't hit 
hard by the GST." 

One department official, who 
asked not to be identified, says stu- 
dents who earned less than $6,175 



didn't need extra money. 

"To give them the extra credit 
would be another form of social 
assistance," he says. "And it would 
not be well targeted." 

"I've been to school, and I've 
seen lots of students who had in- 
comes of that level that had no need 
of assistance." 

Canadian Federation of Students 
researcher Mike Old estimates the 
new tax will cost students an extra 
$200 per year. And while Byers 
says the tax credit will leave stu- 
dents and other low income earners 
better off, Echenberg isn't con- 
vinced. 

The tax credit would grow annu- 
ally at three per cent less than infla- 
tion each year after 1991. 

"For the first year, most people 
would wind up ahead," Echenberg 
says. But in the following years, the 
tax credit won't keep up to inflation. 

"People who are in a weak bar- 
gaining position- single parents, 
people in the service industry, and 
non-unionized workers- if there is 
inflation, chances are they're not 
going to keep up," she says. 

"Students are almost always 
working in these kinds of jobs," she 
adds. 

Byers says the government could 
not afford to extend the credit to 
single people earning less than 
$6,175. 

"The tax reform isn't meant to be 
a social program," he says. "It's 
meant to make sure that the tax af- 
fects everyone equally."

RESCUE 
OUTREACH

Paul Arteau, a devoted Chris- 
tian, visited Laurentian last Friday 
to ask professors to take a stand 
against abortion. 

He belongs to "Rescue Outreach" 
an international pro-life group, 
headed by Joan Andrews. Rescue 
Outreach is based in New Jersey, 
United States, and has various satel- 
lite groups throughout the world, 
excluding Canada. 

He handed out pamphlets out to 
Laurentian students, hoping to con- 
vince students that abortion is actu- 
ally murder. Although his main pur- 
pose on campus was to hand out 
pamphlets, he was encouraging stu- 
dents to attend a campaign life 
seminar that night by Campaign 
life's president Noreen Ryan. At 
the meeting he described in depth, 
Rescue OutreactTs techniques to 
save lives. He discussed "Lock and 
Block" and "Kryptonite" rescues. 

A Lock and Block rescue is char- 
acterized by a huge cement block 
(usually it weighs 200 pounds or 
more) that Christians chain them- 
selves to. This block is placed in 
front of an "abortion mill" ie. the 
Morgantaler or Scott Abortion 
Clinic, and the purpose it to prevent 
women from entering the clinic. 
Arteau said the Lock and Block is 
not always effective. Police can cut 
the chains and incarcerate the rescu- 
ers.

als and correct your work. Soon this 
question we are equal. 

Nor is it true that professors struck 
only for their own benefit. You will 
not get from me a rationalization 
such as the one that says, "More 
money buys better professors, and 
that's good for students." But over 
the last five or six years, I have seen 
this University abandon its mandate 
as a teaching institution as adminis- 
trators and those few professors who 
are willing to toe the line abandon 
the commitment to teaching in pur- 
suit of a few high profile research 
goals. 

The decreasing commitment to 
teaching has manifested itself in 



many ways. Classes are getting 
bigger every year, and students have 
a choice of fewer courses, partly 
because professors who are forced 
to retire or go on sabbatical are not 
replaced. There is less money per 
course for library books, to the point 
where there are practically no recent 
political science, economics, chem- 
istry, or physics books in the library. 
Full-time students are forced to take 
long distance courses because regu- 
lar classes are full. Professors have 
less time to see students because 
they are pushed to do research or 
have to mark work from large classes 
or have to defend themselves against 
an increasingly arbitrary administra- 



tion. 

I believe that a university in which 
the professors and students have a 
fair share of the decision-making 
authority will be a better university 
for all of us. I'm sick of charging 
students for photocopied handouts, 
of begging for every library book, 
for money for student assistants, and 
for money to do research. I didn't go 
on strike for money for myself, and 
as you get to know me, you will, I'm 
sure, come to believe that I went on 
strike for a better university to which 
all of us can contribute in a mean- 
ingful way. 

So let us remember why we are 
so angry , but let us try to channel our 



anger into constructive energy so 
that we can all work hard and com- 
plete our courses without any loss in 
quality or standing.

RESCUE... 



Arteau then talked about the 
"Kryptonite" rescue. AKryptonite 
rescue is characterized by the Kryp- 
tonite bicycle locks. The rescuers, 
usually groups of two women and 
two men, lock Kryptonite bicycle 
locks around their necks. Those 
locks are used because they can't be 
cut by bolt cutters and torching the 
locks is too dangerous. The forma- 
tion of two women, two men is vi- 
tally important. When police arrive 
on the scene to arrest the "rescuers", 
chained together in front of the clinic, 
they are confused as to how to sepa- 
rate the group. Meanwhile, the clin- 
ics are halting abortions. Also, the 
police are faced with a problem of 
separating them before the rescuers 
can be incarcerated. County and 
both Federal and Provincial jails will 
not allow the same gender to be in 
the same cell. 

Arteau himself has been incar- 
cerated six times, and when asked 
how he felt about going to jail he 
quoted Mahatm Gandi saying "Even 
though the government may not feel 
embarrassed in any way whatsoever 
by the incarceration of an innocent, 
unknown but purified person, such 
incarceration will be the end of the 
government. Even a single lamp 
dispels the deepest darkness." 
Mahatm Gandi "Young India", 
February 9, 1921. 

He went on to stress that rescuers 
are to be Christians and are given 
strict orders to be non-violent. To 
ensure peacefullness, supporters are 
asked to film or take pictures of the 
rescuer to ensure that police and pro 
abortionist are peaceful as well. 

A rescue success is determined 
by how co-operative the rescuers 

are with the "system" (police and 
courts). A rescue is either non-co- 
operative or co-operative. 

A co-operative rescue is a rescue 
where Christians co-operate with the 
police when being arrested. Usually 
these rescues are done by "green" 
rescuers or new rescuers who are 
not familiar with a rescue. 

However, a non-co-operative 
rescue (still not violent) is more 
successful in Arteau's mind. Res- 
cuers are instructed not to co-oper- 
ate with Police - go limp. Police 
must drag them to patrol cars, into 
holding cells, and then drag them in 
and outof court If arrested, then the 
rescuers are dragged into jail also. 
This is successful because this non- 
co-operation merely applies stress 
to the system. As one might see 
there is a perfect parallel to the radi- 
cals of the sixties.

Arteau was asked about non-co- 
operative rescues and he replied with 
another Gandi quote saying "non- 
co-operation is not a movement of 
brag, bluster or bluff. Its a test of our 
sincerity (to God). It requires solid 
and silent sacrifice. Its a movement 
that aims at translating ideas into ac- 
tions. And the more we do, the more 
we find that much more must be 
done than we had expected", Ma- 
hatm Gandi. "Young India" January 
12, 1921. 

His focus here at Laurentian and 
within the city of Sudbury was to 
encourage anti-abortionist to be- 
come more dedicated to their cause. 
Since Sudbury aborts 7-12 babies 
per week he believes there are sub- 
stantial reasons for pro-lifers to take 
action. We could get in touch with 
our local pro-life groups "Rights to 
Life" or "Campaign Life" and then 
from there take action.
